Por  good  stumpage  appraisal,  one  should  know  how  the  various  sizes  of  bolts 
or  cut  products  are  distributed  in  the  standing  timber.  The  table  below 
gives  a  rough  guide  for  most  pulp wood  stands  ( softwoods  and  aspen)  in  the 
Lake  States,  if  reasonably  well  stocked  and  even  aged.  It  assumes  complete 
utilization  to  a  4-inch  top  (inside  bark)  with  no  allowance  for  defect.
